Mail Order Dental Laboratory Owner Found Guilty 


Hon. Richard B. Austin, Judge of the 

United States District Court for 
Northern Illinois, Eastern Division, Lester 
B. Patterson, doing business as Clinical 
Dental Laboratory, 335 W. Madison 
Street, Chicago, was found guilty on two 
counts of an indictment charging viola- 
tions of the Federal Denture Law known 
as the Traynor Act. This law prohibits 
selling dentures through the mails in 
states where it is unlawful for unlicensed 
persons to practice Dentistry. 

Two elderly gentlemen (one 82 years 
of age) testified that they had ordered 
so-called reliner kits from the Clinical 
Dental Laboratory. They received boxes 
containing tubes of liquid material, in- 
structions on how to place this material 
into the tissue-contact sides of their old 
dentures, and to place these dentures 
into their mouths and keep them there 
until the material had hardened. The so- 
called relined dentures then were re- 
turned to Clinical Dental Laboratory 
where they were processed. New dentures 
resulted and these were mailed to the two 
witnesses. One witness was from Shingle- 
ton, Michigan and the other from 
Wyoming, Illinois. 

Although Patterson’s attorney at- 
tempted in many ways to show that the 
tubes contained a reliner and not an im- 
pression material, the prosecution was 
able to show that regardless of what the 
material might originally have been in- 
tended for, it actually was used as im- 


I a four-day jury trial held before the 


pression material and resulted in new 
dentures being made. 

Patterson testified that he had owned 
Clinical Dental Laboratory since about 
1953 and that during that period of time 
has served about 25,000 denture custom- 
ers. He stated that he had more than 
a thousand testimonial letters in his files. 
He further testified that he was engaged 
in a general mail order business involving 
a variety of items. Testimony of a witness 
showed that Patterson spends somewhere 
between fifty thousand¢and a hundred 
thousand dollars yearly for national ad~ 
vertising. 

In addition to placing display ads in 
many nationally circulated magazines, 
Clinical Dental Laboratory mailed col- 
ored lithographed advertising materials, 
testimonial letters, price lists, instructions 
for taking impressions, and a money-back 
guarantee to its prospective customers. 

The indictment against Patterson was 
returned by the Federal Grand Jury in 
1956. A criminal case was filed in that 
year and subsequently a new action was 
filed in 1959. This is the case which was 
tried the week of November 25th. Patter- 
son’s conviction is the third to be secured 
under the provisions of the Federal Den- 
ture Law. 

A motion for retrial is to be heard by 
Judge Austin on December 26th. Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney, 
Stuart J. Templeton, Jr., presented the 
case for the Government.

(The paper which follows is a summary of the discussions which took place during 
a workshop held in Indianapolis, Indiana, September 28 and 29, 1961. It is being 
presented here for your information so as to keep our membership up-to-date on 
what is new in dental materials.

of the dental research areas deserving 

a high priority for expanded investi- 
gation is that concerned with the devel- 
opment of a restorative material or 
cement which will adhere to tooth struc- 
ture. 

To explore the current knowledge and 
to establish recommendations for future 
fruitful research, an initial workshop was 
held on September 28 and 29, 1961 at 
Indianapolis, Indiana. The plans for the 
workshop originated in the Dental Study 
Section, Division of Research Grants, 
National Institute of Health, and the 
workshop was sponsored through a grant 
from the National Institute of Dental 
Research, U.S. Public Health Service to 
Indiana University. Twenty-eight active 
participants discussed (a) Tooth Struc- 
ture, (b) Principles of Adsorption and 
Adhesion in an Aqueous Environment, 
and (c) Materials and Test Methods. 
Observers from the Public Health Serv- 
ice, the Armed Forces, and from the 
Council on Dental Research of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association were also present. 

The exchange of knowledge and ideas 
by these experts in the various fields 
pointed up critical areas in which basic 
knowledge is deficient. These discussions 
led to a number of specific recommen- 
dations in regard to the direction which 
future research should take. 

(1) There is a need for increased 
knowledge of the tooth surface since it is 
enamel and dentin to which an intimate 
union must be attained. Additional in- 
formation regarding apatite chemistry, 
the mechanism of recrystallization and 
formation of secondary dentin would be 
most helpful. 


(2) The possibility was suggested that 
an actual chemical bonding may not be 
essential and that forces of adsorption 
might be quite adequate for attaining the 
intimate relationship desired between the 
restoration and the tooth. It was the 
opinion of the experts in the area that 
moisture in the tooth is the greatest de- 
terrent to securing adhesion. Thus future 
research must include studies on how to 
wet a tooth surface and maintain that 
wetting. In this vein it was also pointed 
out that true adhesion can best be 
achieved only on very smooth surfaces 
which are free of debris since small bub- 
bles or discrepancies in the film destroy 
the adhesion. 

(3) A number of resin systems for 
bonding with both the organic and inor- 
ganic portions of the tooth were discussed. 
It was the general consensus that greater 
possibilities lay in bonding to the inor- 
ganic structure of the tooth and that 
future work should probably be beamed 
in this direction. In these studies it was 
emphasized that the “geometry” of the 
entire system must be taken into consid- 
eration. Among other things this would 
include volume shrinkage occurring du 
ing polymerization of resinous materi: 
and the form of the cavity preparation 
in order that stress at the junction ®f the 
tooth and restorative material could be 

(4) All present agreed that there is a 
definite need for the development of bet- 
ter and standardized test procedures for 
assessing adhesion. The feasibility of de- 
veloping a standardized surface for test- 
ing adhesion was discussed along with 
the merits of marginal penetration tests

and investigations of the strength of sur- 
face films. 


In general, the conclusions of the work- 
shop indicate that while there are many 
obstacles to the development of an ad- 
hesive restorative material, the problems 
are quite definitely not insurmountable.

Investigative work, which provided the 
background for filing this case, was car- 
ried out as a joint effort of the Chicago 
Dental Society and the American Dental 
Association. When law enforcement ac- 
tivities were transferred from Chicago 
Dental Society to the Illinois State Dental 
Society, the Commission on Legislation 
and Law Enforcement continued this 
joint activity to protect the oral health 
of the public from the unlicensed practice 
of dentistry.
